Spring Grove, Oct. 2.—William H. 


Harding, a resident of McSherrystown, 
who up until several months a?o was em- 
ployed at the local printing establishment, 
and who is wanted by the police on the 
charge of laceny, it is said, was seen in 
Spring Grove on Thursday night. War- 
rants for Harding's arrest are held by both 
Constable Stambaugh, of this place, and 
the Hanover police, it is asserted.

There is a big plateau of compartively lev- 
el land on Mt. Dunlap and the view is the 
most extensive to be obtained from any 
point on the mountain.

The failure of this great 
German effort, made with two corps 
of cavalry (80,000 men), and eight in- 
fantry corps (320,000 men), has ma- 
terially improved the Russian posi- 
tion, as it is not believed the Teutons 
will be able for some time to concen- 
trate for another drive. 


Reports from Riga say that the sit- 


uation in the city is normal. Tram- 
ways and theaters are operating as 
usual. Many refugees are returning, 
and the sound of cannon cannot be 
heard. The only diversion is an oc- 
casional raid by German aircraft, and 
their projectiles 
have caused little 


alarm or damage. 


"The city of Dvinsk is not yet free 


from the peril of envelopment," says 
the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Times, since the enemy still holds the 
district to the southeast in the region 
of Lake Drisitiata, while a bombard- 
ment of Livenhof, on the Riga-Dvinsk 
railway shows that the enemy is well 
within artillery range of the river, 
and in the region ot" Dvinsk itself he 
has also drawn nearer to the river 
line. 


But the Russian success 
compels 


he enemy's enveloping columns to 
guard against a flank attack, which, 


ecessarily impedes his operations. 
According to the Novoe Vremya's 


Dvinsk correspondent, the Germans 
have 
concentrated

veight of guns on the Dvinsk front, 
elying on their hurricane of fire to 
reduce the position. 
The losses on 


both sides are great, and the enemy 
s making desperate efforts to pierce 
ho front."

Hungarian and Honved regiments, 
lave arrived at Kiev, says a Petro- 
grad despatch to Renter's.

On Trail of Fugitive. 


Spring Grove, Oct. 2 .— William II. 
Harding, a resident of McSherrystown, 
who up until several months as;o was em­ 
ployed at the local printing establishment, 
and who is wanted by the police on the 
charge of laccny, it is said, was seen in 
Spring Grove on Thursday night. War­ 
rants for Harding’s arrest are held by both 
Constable Stambaugh, of this place, and 
the Hanover policc, it is asserted. On 
last Monda}r Harding was sent by his em­ 
ployer, W. S. Sheffcr, a Hanover fish and 
oyster dealer, to the Hanover Trust Com­ 
pany, of that borough, to make a deposit

It is the highest point 
on the mountain in the summer resort sec­ 
tion. Government measurements give its 
height as 17G0 feet above sea level. Mon­ 
terey is 1420 feet and Blue Ridge Summit 
is only a few feet higher, while Buena Vis­ 
ta Springs is 1350 feet above sea level. 
There is a big plateau of compartively lev­ 
el land on Mt. Dunlap and the view is the 
most extensive to be obtained from any 
point on the mountain.

GERMANS RETIRE 
EAST OF VILNA 


Russians 
Straighten 
Battit 
Front as Foe Weakens. 


The Gorman thrusts on the eastern 
front weaken daily. Berlin claims no 
progress 
toward 
Dvinsk, 
nor 
any 
gains by Prince Leeopold or Field 
Marshal von Mackensen. 


1 Russians, while being forced 
back at one or two points, aro them­ 
selves pressing the Gormans at other 
points, particularly to the cast of Vil- 
na, where Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg’s drive toward Minsk has been 
checked. 


The Russian general staff, comment­ 
ing on the military situation, directs 
attention 
to 
the 
completion of tho 
task of straightening tho line south of 
Dvinsk. 
The Gorman wedge pointing 
toward 
Molodechno now has been 
thrust back. The failure of this great 
German effort, made with two corps 
of cavalry (80,000 men), and eight in­ 
fantry corps (320,000 men), has ma­ 
terially improved tho Russian posi­ 
tion, as it is not believed tho Teutons 
will bo able for some time to concen­ 
trate for another drive. 


Reports from Riga say that the sit­ 
uation in the city is normal. 
Tram­ 
ways and theaters are operating as 
usual. 
Many refugees are returning, 
and the sound of cannon cannot be 
hoard. 
The only diversion is an oc­ 
casional raid by German aircraft, and 
their projectiles 
have caused littlo 
alarm or damage. 


“Tho city of Dvinsk is not yet free 
from the peril of envelopment,” says 
the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Times, since the enemy still holds the 
district to the southeast in the region 
of Lake Drisitiata, while a bombard­ 
ment of Livenhof, on the Riga-Dvinsk 
railway shows that tho enemy is well 
within artillery range of tho river, 
and in the region of Dvinsk itself he 
has also drawn nearer to the river 
line. 


But the Russian success compels 
tho enemy’s enveloping columns 
to 
guard against a flank attack, which 
necessarily impedes his operations. 


According to the Novoe Vremya's 
Dvinsk correspondent, the Germans 
have 
concentrated 
an 
enormous 
weight of guns on the Dvinsk front, 
relying on their hurricane of fire to 
reduce the position. 
The losses on 
both sides are great, and the enemy 
Is making desperate efforts to plerca 
tho front.” 


Nine thousand Austrian prisoners, 
including ISo officers belonging to five 
Hungarian 
and 
Honved 
regiments, 
have arrived at Kiev, says a Petro- 
gratl despatch to Reuter's. 


These regiments 
had 
intrenched 
themselves in tho hills near the cele­ 
brated Potchaeff monastery, in Volh- 
ynia, but were cleverly outflanked by 
tho Russians. Their desparate efforts 
to escape were frustrated by the ter­ 
rible Russian fire, and finally they 
were forced to surrender.

Petrograd 
despatch 
to 
Reuter's says that the Russian Red 
Cross Society has published a list of 
forty-six Sisters of Mercy who per­ 
ished in the bombardment of a hos- 
pital by the Austrians and Gormans.

Ingenious Invention for Which House- 


wives Will Be Grateful Is Shown 


Here—Simple in Design, but 


Does the Work. 


A coffee pot that Is guaranteed not 


to boil over is the ingenious inven- 
tion for which C. M. Smith and M. J. 
Slezinger of Brooklyn have a patent 
application pending. The pot's con- 
struction may best be understood by 
referring to the diagram, which shows 
it in longitudinal section. It consists 
of a main body (1 in the diagram) 
tapering toward a narrower neck, la. 
over which rises a flaring top, with

handle, 3, and spout, 4 
The spout 


has an inner wall, perforated with 
holes, 5.

Just above 
this rim the barrel is perforated with 
holes, 9, and opposite the spout, with 
smaller holes, 10. It is covered by a 
lid 


When the coffee boils it rises in the 


pot, 
but flows through the holes, 9, 


into the open space between the drum 
and the body of the pot. 
This in- 


stantly cools it below the boiling point 
and it flows back down through the 
holes and into the pot again. The cof- 
fee may even boil over the top, but it 
will be caught in the open space, 2, 
and will never spill 
The liquid is 


poured in the usual way, the small 
perforations 
acting 
simply as 
a 


strainer. 


DEVICE FOR CATCHING BUGS 


Ingenious 
New

Thought Up a Contrivance That 


Should Account for Many Pests.

Hill, N. Y, has patented a bug catch- 
ing apparatus which should be very 
efficacious against the innumerable lit- 
tle pests that inhabit the air the lat- 
ter part of the summer and the early 
fall. 
Placed in a house or public 


building, it ought to catch most of the 
insects which squeeze through the 
screens or zip in when the door is 
opened. . 


Mr. Gyllstrom's device consists of a. 


bright electric light to attract the In- 
sects, placed between an electric fan 
and a funnel-shaped bag with an insect 
trap at the smal1 end 
The philos- 


ophy of the invention is simple. The 
bugs, lured by the light, get in the 


path of the fan's current and are blown 
Into the bag, where the current, 
of air maintained by the fan prevents 
them from escaping Eventually, the 
bugs are driven into the trap, from 
which, of course, there is no escape. 
It is to be hoped that the patentee 
realizes all he hopes from his device.

Fatal Sleeping Sickness, 80 


in Africa, Has Been Traced to the 


Tsetse Fly—Wild Game 4 • 


Source of Danger. 


The wiggly little things shown in 


the picture that accompanies this ar- 
ticle are the creatures that cause the 
dreaded "sleeping sickness," or na- 
gana, so common in Central Africa. 
Sir David Bruce, who more than any 
other man, has studied this disease 
and its causes, delivered four lectures 
on it before the Royal Lodge of Physi- 
cians in London in May. 


The creatures that cause the dis- 


ease are called trypanosomes. There 
are many types or species, some more 
plentiful in one region, some in an- 
other; but all have the same general 
form. They multiply in^the digestive 
organs of the tsetse fly". This bites 
human beings and animals, and the 
trypanosomes pass into their blood 
and infect them, just as the microbes 
of malaria and yellow fever are car- 
ried by mosquitoes. 


Not all^tsetse flies are infetfted, for 


Sir David Bruce says that "if a man is 
bitten by a tsetse fly in the sleeping 
sickness area of Nyassaland it is 500 
to 1 against his taking the disease, 
since only 1 in 500 flies is infective 
with the specific parasite." 


But if a man be bitten by an in- 


fected fly it is almost certain that he 
will die within three or four months 
No cure has yet been discovered and 
no human being has yet recovered, 
though 83 per cent of oxen recover 


The wild game of Central Africa is 


heavily infected, and these buffalo, an- 
telope, etc, are the reservoir of the 


Trypanosoma Gambiense, the Para- 


site That Causes Sleeping Sickness 
in Nyassaland, Magnified About 700 
Diameters. 


disease* The only way to stamp out 
an epidemic is to remove the whole 
human population to a region that is 
not infected with tsetse flies, and, "if 
it be desired to go a step further and 
render the sleeping sickness area in- 
habitable, then clearing and cultiva- 
tion must be resorted to," for there is 
little doubt that when the wild game 
is driven away it takes the daagev 
with it.

The work is ot such a nature 
tbat it would keep men in good 
physical condition for field service in 
case of w ar.

Coal From the Arctic. 


A few years ago, the idea of getting 


coal from Spitzbergen, one of the most 
desolate islands of the Arctic ocean, 
was a topic for romancers of the Sun- 
day supplement type. Now it is a fact 
of considerable moment in many of the 
world's markets. A single company, 
financed chiefly by American capital, 
mined nearly 40,000 tons of coal from 
Spitzbergen last year. 
The deposit 


of fuel in the far North is said to be 
singularly easy to work. It comes in 
a single seam about four feet thick, 
stretching along the coast for 30 miles. 
The surrounding rock is so solid that 
timbering is not needed. The temper- 
ature is always below the freezing 
point in the present workings, which 
does away with the need of pumps. 
In fact the only real difficulty is that of 
getting men—and motion pictures have 
gone far to solve that problem. Yet 
for every ton of coal in Spitzbergen 
there are ten in Alaska of at least 
equal quality, closer to a hungry mar- 
ket. The arctic zone won't make a 
real dent in the fuel market till our 
big northwest territory gets in action.

DEVICE FOR CATCHING BUGS 


The wiggly little things shown in 
the picture that accompanies this ar­ 
ticle are the creatures that cause the 
dreaded “sleeping sickness,” or na- 
gana, so common in Central Africa. 
Sir David Bruce, who more than any 
other Man, has studied this disease 
and its causes, delivered four lectures 
on it before the Royal Lodge of Physi­ 
cians in London in May. 


The creatures that cause the dis­ 
ease are called trypanosomee. There 
are many types or species, some more 
plentiful in one region, some in an­ 
other; but all have the same general 
form. They multiply in the digestive 
organs of the tsetse fly. 
This bites

POPULAR PUZZLE IN LONDON 


Favorite Among Young Apprentice* 


in Sixteenth and Seventeenth Cen- 


turies—How It Is Solved. 


It has been suggested that the grass- 
DDer puzzle was a great favorite 


among the young apprentices of the 
city ot London in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. 
Readers will 


have noticed the curious brass grass- 
hopper on the Royal exchange. This 
long-loved creature escaped the fires 
of 1666 and 1838. The grasshopper, 
after his kind, was the crest of Sir 
Thomas Gresham, merchant grocer, 
who died in 1579, and from this cause 
it has been used as a sign by grocers 
in general. 
Unfortunately for the 


legend as to its origin, the puzzle was 
only produced so late as the year 1900. 
On twelve or thirteen black disks are 
placed numbered counters or grass- 
toppers. The puzzle is to make 1 to 
6 change places with those numbered 
7 to 12, the vacant disk being left in 
the same position as at present. Move 
one at a time in any order, either to 
the adjoining vacant disk or by jump- 
ing over one grasshopper, like the 
move in draughts. 
Nos. 7 to 12 


can only move in the direction of 
a clock hand, and the others the 
opposite way. 
Note also that 1 and 


Grasshopper Puzzle. 


12 must- be left next to the vacant 
disk, and try to find the fewest pos- 
sible moves. 


The fewest possible moves in which 


this puzzle can be solved are 62. Here 
is one way of doing it.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one, 


article eight of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania.

That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be. and the 
came is hereby, proposed, In accordance

"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 


one years of age, possessing the follow- 
ing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
"First. He shall have been a citizen of

"Second. He shall have resided in the 


State one year (or. having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) Im- 
mediately preceding the election. 


"Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months Immediately pre- 
ceding the eiection. 
' Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months atid paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows. 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 


of twenty-one years of age. possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General As- 
sembly may enact: 


First. He or the shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided In 


the State one year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he or she shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec- 
tion 
Third. He or she shall have resided hi 


the election district where ho or she shall 
offer to vote at least two months imme- 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth If twenty-two years of age and 


upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county ,tax. which 
ahall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 


Fifth. Wherever the words "he," "his," 


"him." and "himself" occur In any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall be construed as if written, 
respectively, "he or she." "his or her," 
"him or her," and "himself or herself."

la proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn-

Amend section eight, article nine of the 


Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsvlvania. which reads as follows: 


"Section 8 The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pio- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds se'ven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same 'three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon sucli valuation, except that 
any debt or debte hereinafter Incurred b> 
the City and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for tiuneit pm poses, or for the con- 
struction of \\hai\cs and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used In the con- 
struction of a s\stem of wharves and 
docks, aa public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by said city and county of

That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same Is hereby, proposed, in. accord- 
ance with the eighteenth article thereof.— 


Amend section twentv-one, article three 


of the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, wmcn reads as follows: 


"No act of the General Assembly shall

:o persons or property, and hi case of 
death from such Injuries, the right of ac- 
Jon shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act

ferred, insured, and guaranteed, and for 
the creation and collection of indemnity 
funds, and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may be designated 
by the Legislatute, and by the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may tw deem- 
ed necessary. In matters artetnir in and 
under the operation, of such system, judi- 
cial powe,r§. with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon count> 
recorders and upon other officers by It 
designated. Such laws may provide for 
continuing the registering, transferr'ng. 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries oi 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties.

Place the toast in the oven to get 
thoroughly hot. Serve hot.

Toast bread, butter it, and sprin- ~ 
kit1 with n mixture of sugar and cinna; 
mon. 


Cream Toast.—This old fashioned 


dish is so well known that it hardly 
needs mention. Melt in a double boil- 
er two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
the same amount of Hour, and when 
bubbling hot stir in slowly a cupful 
of milk. 
Season with salt and stir 


until well cooked. 
Thin creani will 


make .». more delicious sauce. Toast 
the bread, dip the edges in hot water 
to soften, spread with butter and pour 
over the white s,auce. Serve in a deep 
dish and have the sauce well cover the 
neaped up toast. 


Salmon Toast.—Cut some smoked 


salmon or halibut or any rich smoked 
fish in thin slices, arrange on squares 
of toast and sprinkle with pepper. Put 
into the oven to get hot, cover with 
greased paper to keep from burning- 
Serve very hot. 


Buttered bread toasted in the oven 


and cut in small squares is a good ac- 
companiment to soup or cut in points 
and used as a garnish for many dishes. 
It adds to the appearance of the dish. 
Narrow strips of toast an inch wide 
and three inches long served with the 
salad course, is another way of serv- 
ing it. 


For breakfast there is nothing more 


appetising than a crisp well buttered 
piece of toast which may be served 
with a poached egg on top or simply 
buttered.

Stir to a smooth 
batter with a cupful of milk and bake, 
in hot muffin pans, well buttered. 


Rice Muffins. — Sift three cupfuls of- 


flour with four teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder, one teaspoonful of salt, and 
two-thirds of a cupful of sugar. Add 
two eg'gs well beaten, two-thirds ol 
a cupful of cooked rice,one-half a cupful 
of melted shortening, three-fourths of 
a cupful of currants, and one and a 
third cupfuls of water. Mix well and 
bake in hot, buttered muffin pans. 


Cheese Muffins- — These are good tc 


serve with a salad. Sift two cupfuls 
of flour with two teaspoonfuls of bak 
ing powder, one teaspoonful of salt 
and a fourth of a cupful of sugar. Add 
one-fourth of a cupful of melted butter 
one beaten egg. one-fourth of a cupful 
of grated cheese, and a cupful of milk 
Stir and bake in well-buttered pans.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one, 
article eight of the Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Be It resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania In General Assembly met, 
That the following amendment to tho 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and tho 
same Is hereby, proposed, In accordance 
with tho eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section ono of article eight, which 
rea Is as follows: 


Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing the follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as the General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


First. IIo shall have been a citizen of 
the United States at least one month. 


“Second. 
He shall have resided In the 
Stato ono year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, ho shall have removed there­ 
from and -returned, then six months) Im­ 
mediately preceding tho election. 


“Third. 
Ho shall have resided In the 
election district whero ho shall offer to 
voto at least two months Immediately pre­ 
ceding the election. 


‘•Fourth. 
If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, he shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month bc- 
foro tho election/* be amended so that the 
samo shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 
of twenty-one years of age, possessing the 
following qualifications, shall bo entitled 
to voto at all elections, subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating tho 
registration of electors as tho General As­ 
sembly may enact: 


First. Ho or sho shall havo been a citi­ 
zen of tho United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or sho shall havo resided in 
tho State ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit­ 
izen of tho State, ho or she shall lmvo re­ 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) Immediately preceding tho elec­ 
tion. 


Third. IIo or sho shall have resided In 
tho election district whero ho or she shall 
offer to voto at least two months Imme­ 
diately preceding tho election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, ho or sho shall have paid within 
two years a Stato or county ,tax, which 
shall havo been assessed at least two 
months and pakl at least ono month be- 
foro tho election. 


Fifth. Wherever tho words #,he,M 4,hls,M 
“him/* and •‘himself* occur In any sec­ 
tion of artlclo VIII of this Constitution 
tho samo shall bo construed as if written,

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Bo It resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to tho Con­ 
stitution of tho Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of tho eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of tho Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


“Section 8. 
Tho debt of any county» 
olty, borough, townahlp, school district, 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as horeln provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed valuo of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt, or In- 
creaso its Indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now oxcceds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author­ 
ized by law to increase tho samo 'three 
per centum, In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debtfl hereinafter Incurred by 
the oity and cpuuty of Philadelphia for 
tho conafaictlnn and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to bo used In tho con­ 
struction of a system of wlmrvo# and 
docks, as public Improvement*, owned or 
to be owned by enld city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county 6t Philadelphia current 
net rovcnues in excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual in­ 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded In 
ascertaining tho power of tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to bccomo other* 
wIfo Indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall bo estab­ 
lished and maintained/1 so that 
filmll 
read as follows;— 


fcertinn *>. Thp dolH of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or Incorporated district, 
excopt ns herein provided, shall never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon tho assessed 
valuo of tho taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis­ 
trict incur uny now dobt, or increaso Its 
Indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon suUi assessed valuation 
of property, without tho consent of tho 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall bo provided by law;

No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of timo

ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per­ 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided/* so that it shall read as follows: 


The General Assembly may enact lawn 
requiring tho payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea­ 
sonable compensation for Injuries to em­ 
ployes arising in the course of their em­ 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in­ 
juries or diseases result In death, and re­ 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and tho maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thcroof; but In no other cases shah 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to bo recovered for Injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and In ease of death from such In­ 
juries, tho right of action shall survive, 
and tho General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whoso benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted.

cayenne.

smooth paste and spread on toast. 
Place tho toast in the oven to get 
thoroughly hot. 
Serve hot. 


Cinnamon toast is liked by the chil­ 
dren. Toast bread, butter it. and sprin­ 
kle with a mlxturo of sugar and cinnaT 
tnon. 


Cream Toast.—This old fashioned 
dish is so well known that it hardly 
needs mention. Melt in a double boil­ 
er two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
the same amount of fiour. and when 
bubbling hot stir in slowly a cupful 
of milk. 
Season with salt and stir 
until woll cooked. 
Thin cream w.’ll 
mako a more delicious sauce. 
Toast 
the bread, dip tho edges in hot wfatcr 
to soften, spread with butter and pour 
over the white bauce. Serve in a deep 
dish and havo the sauce well cover the 
neaped up 
toast. 


Salmon Toast.—Cut some smoked 
salmon or halibut or any rich smoked 
fish in thin slices, arrange on squares 
of toast and sprinkle with pepper. Put 
into the oven to get hot. cover with 
greased paper to koep from burning. 
Servo very hot. 


Buttored bread toasted in the oven 
and cut in small squares is a good ac­ 
companiment to soup or cut in points 
and used as a garnish for many dishes. 
It adds to the appearance of tho dish. 
Narrow strips of toast an inch wide 
and threo inches long served with the 
salad course, is another way of serv­ 
ing it.

Stir in a cupful 
of stewed, stoned prunes which havo 
been cut in pieces. 
Bake in warm, 
buttered muffin pans. 


Virginia Muffins.-—Sift two cupfuls 
of 
ilour 
with 
two 
teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
salt and a fourth of a cupful of sugar. 
Add a fourth of a cupful of melted but­ 
ter, one egg, well beaten and a cup­ 
ful of seeded raisins. 
Stir to a smooth 
batter with a cupful of milk And bake, 
in hot mufiln pans, well buttered. 


Rice Muffins.--Sift three cupfuls oi» 
fiour with four teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, one teaspoonful of salt, and 
two-thirds of a cupful of sugar. 
Add 
two eggs well beaten, two-thirds uf 
a cupful of cooked rice,one-half a cupful 
of melted shortening, three-fourths o! 
a cupful of currants, and one and a 
third cupfuls of water. 
Mix well aud 
bake in hot, buttered muffin pans. 


Cheese Muffins,—These are good tc 
serve with a salad. 
Sift two cupfuls 
of fiour with two teaspoonfuls of bak 
ing powder, one teaspoonful of salt 
and a fourth of a cupful of sugar. Add 
one-fourth of a cupful of melted butter 
one beaten egg, one-fourth of a cupful 
of grated cheese, and a cupful of milk. 
Stir and bake in well-buttered pans.
